Regarding claims 1, 6, 15 5 and 16, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 1,6, 15, and 16, 
and specifically comprising the limitation of a Hall-current ion source with an electron- 
collecting surface that is contoured with a plurality of protrusions and recesses so as to 
increase the surface area by one-half 

Regarding claims 10-14, claims 10-14 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1. 

Regarding claims 2, 3, 7, and 8, the references of the Prior Ait of record fails to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 2, 3, 7, and 8, 
and specifically comprising the limitation of a Hall-current ion source with an electron- 
collecting surface that is contoured with a plurality of protrusions and recesses wherein 
about one-third of the surface area cannot be reached by a straight line originating from a 
point exterior of the ion source. 

Regarding claim 17, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 17, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of a Hall-current ion source with an anode that has a plurality 
of conducting layers separated by a plurality of non-conducting layers wherein the non- 
conducting layers extend beyond the conducting layers. ~
